First, 
let me tell you that it is not.my policy to 
make prisoners of women or children. No 
nun has ever been held prisoner by the 
Philippine forces. 

‘You declare that the Spanish civil func. 
tionaties and the Spanish monka may not 
he imprisoned without violation of the rules 
of international law. .We have nevor made 
prisoners of the Spanish secular clergy, but 
have captured and imprisoned the monks.
